Questions for teachers included these: “ When 
you attended (college) how many of the students 
were white?” “ Did you say hello to students 
you didn’t know?” “ Have you ever attended 
any summer institutes or comparable training 
programs that offer special training in teaching 
or counseling the culturally disadvantaged?” 
“ What will be your total annual salary from 
this school system this year? (Estimate supple­ 
ments for extra services by using supplements 
from last year.)” “ What kind of school do you 
prefer to work in, as far as ethnic composition 
is concerned?” “Which of the following policies 
on neighborhood elementary schools represents 
the best educational practice, in your estimation? 
(A) Neighborhood elementary schools should be 
maintained regardless of any racial imbalance 
produced. (B) Neighborhood elementary schools 
should be maintained, but where possible a de­ 
vice, such as reducing the grade span of schools, 
“pairing” schools, or another practice, should 
be used to promote racial balance. (C) The 
idea of neighborhood elementary schools can be 
abandoned without significant loss.” 
PERSONALITY TESTS. Other tests, given by 
researchers financed by grants from the U.S. 
Office of Education, cover a wide range. Some 
aim to outline psychological traits of children 
in certain types of schools. Some try to reflect 
the degree and effects of racial integration, or 
segregation, in a school district or neighborhood. 
Often the questions are of a highly personal 
nature, dealing with sex, religion, race, family 
relationships, income and possession. From a 
sample of the tests reported as a result of a 
special inquiry conducted by a subcommittee of 
the House Committee on Government 
Opera­ 
tions— 
Ten questions from personality tests given to 
millions of high - school students: “ True or 
False?—” “ My sex life is satisfactory.” “ Evil 
spirits possess me at tim es.” “ I am very 
strongly attracted to members of my own sex.” 
“ I believe in a life hereafter.” “ I have been 
disappointed in love.” “ I dream frequently about 
things that are best kept to m yself.” “ I am 
a special agent of God.” “ When a man is with 
a woman he is usually thinking about things 
related to her sex.” “ I read the Bible several 
tim es a week.” “ There is something wrong with 
my sex organs.” 
Ten questions from another test, where students 
were asked to fill in a blank space “with the 
first word that comes to mind,” and were in­ 
structed to use only one word: “ My childhood

It is easy to criticize. Complaints always get 
attention. 
Restraint, while often more desirable, usually 
attracts neither praise nor attention. 
We are reminded of this because the pre- 
Christmas season is here now that December 
has arrived and the Thanksgiving holiday is 
safely behind us. 
The effort to preserve the religious heritage 
of Christmas has both our sympathy and our 
support but some of the campaigns waged in 
its behalf have been cheap, tawdry and inef­ 
fective. 
Last year at this time, Rep. Melvin R. Laird, 
Wisconsin Republican, unleased a blast at the 
post office department for putting out Christmas 


stamps not having a religious theme. 
Laird maintained stoutly that the larger issue 
of separation of church and state was not in­ 
volved in the stamp. 
He may or may not be right about this. 
But the post office is caught in the middle. 
If it chooses to let others put the religious 
emphasis in Christmas it is all right by us. 
We recall a furor raised in one year about 
the UNESCO Christmas cards. Because none 
or few were offered with a religious theme, 
critics made the project appear to be a sort of 
international atheistic conspiracy — perhaps 
even Communistic. 
However little emphasis was placed by the 
UNESCO artists in earlier years on the religious 
background of Christmas in depicting holiday 
observance in foreign countries, this year’s 
cards include a liberal number taking Christ’s 
birthday for their theme. 
We suspect that many of those who choose 
to seek publicity in complaining about the lack 
of religious themes in Christmas season mail­ 
ings themselves select Santa Claus, Christmas 
tree and other non-religious or pagan symbols 
for their own Christmas cards, stickers and 
stamps. 
Of the Christmas cards you received last year 
how many carried a religious message? Very 
few probably. Were you offended? Did you write 
your neighbors, friends relatives and congress­ 
man in protest? 
You are a very unusual person if you did 
because if you are fair minded you must have 
known 
that no blasphemy 
or sacrilegious 
thoughts were intentionally conveyed to you in 
simple, well meaning Christmas m essages. 
We do not believe that the way to emphasize 
the real meaning of Christmas is to condemn 
in a loud voice all of those who simply wish 
us well on that day or greet us in the spirit 
of well wishers in a season that is particularly 
happy for children. 
Social patterns cannot be effectively enforced 
with a bludgeon or by accusing those who greet 
you as pagans and unbelievers.

Things are looking up now. 
You can almost get a decent 
cup of tea In a bank while rob­ 
bing it—banks do so much for 
one today. 
One of the signs of maturity in 
a civilization Is its ability to 
muster the service of a drinka­ 
ble tea. 
Although America is regarded 
as a youthful land, it is now 345 
years from that distant 
day 
when the Pilgrim s first stepped 
ashore here in 1620. 
Ever since then we have tried 
to perfect a proper cup of tea, 
and it seems to me that we've 
almost got the problem licked. 
Essentially, the solution is 
simple. You put tea leaves in a 
porcelain enclosure that has a 
spout. Then you pour absolutely 
bolling water over it, pause and 
recite from memory the coun­ 
ties of Ireland including the six 
still under British rule, and 
pour. 
Then you sugar to taste, put 
in a little warm milk, and drink. 
You have all the liquid happi­ 
ness that can be found under 
heaven. 
Purists may Insist upon re­ 
finements 
of this 
technique. 
They may say, for example, 
that good tea can only be made 


from free tea leaves, and they 
may criticize tea bags. 
One 
of their 
bewhiskered 
jokes; 
“ We mailed some tea bags to 
our cousins in County Mayo 
and, not knowing what else to 
do with them, they hung them 
as decorations on their Christ­ 
mas tree."

Washington Merry - Go

WASHINGTON -- Most urgent 
personnel problem facing LBJ 
is right inside the White House 
—namely, what to do about 
Mc George Bundy, who has been 
offered a big job but actually 
doesn’t want to leave; and what 
to do about Secretary of De­ 
fense Robert McNamara, who 
has been participating more and 
more in problems outside the 
Pentagon. 
The President is reported in­ 
clined to replace Bundy with 
McNamara 
making him as­ 
sistant president and the sec­ 
ond most powerful man in the 
USA. This raises two significant 
questions: 
1. Will 
McNamara, 
as co­ 
ordinator of foreign affairs in­ 
side the White House, supersede 
Dean Rusk, Secretary of State? 
2. 
Will 
m ilitary thinking 
dominate our foreign affairs, 
supposedly directed by civil­ 
ians? 
The answer to the first is that 
Dean Rusk doesn't seem to mind 
having Bob McNamara barge 
into foreign policy. They get 
along well together; even co­ 
operate in making mistakes to­ 
gether. At the end of their joint 
meeting in Honolulu, Nov. 20, 
1963, 
they issued a formal 
statement promising that 300 
U.S. troops would leave South 
Viet Nam Dec. 3,1964, and that 
1,000 more would depart before 
the end of 1964. This, they 
said, would leave 15,500 Amer­ 
ican troops in South Viet Nam. 
Today is Dec. 6, 1965, and the 
300 troops that were to leave 
by Dec. 3, 1964, have not yet 
departed. Instead of 15,500 U.S. 
troops in South Viet Nam, we 
have sent in more than 150,- 
000, with approximately 30,- 
000 more on the way. 
Dean Rusk has not yet joined 
his friend, the Secretary of 
Defense, in the latter’s recent 
statement, "We have stopped 
losing the w ar," which came as 
a surprise to many Americans 
because, Judging from Pentagon 
statements, we were winning the 
war. 
But, in any event, no sparks 
would 
fly around the White 
House if the President super­ 


imposed Bob McNamara, in ef­ 
fect, over Dean Rusk as an 
assistant president. 
MILITARY ADVICE PREVAILS 
The answer to problem number 
two is that military thinking 
has already dominated our sup­ 
posedly civilian foreign policy 
for some time. 
Specifically, and quite recent­ 
ly, we have had the form er 
chairm an of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, Gen. Maxwell Taylor, 
serving as ambassador in South 
Viet Nam, and it was the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff who really sold 
Johnson on the policy of bomb­ 
ing North Viet Nam -- a policy 
which Secretary McNamara now 
tacitly admits has been a fail­ 
ure. 
It will be recalled that on the 
night of Feb. 6 and the early 
morning of Feb. 
7, when a 
hastily called White House con­ 
ference decided to bomb North 
Viet Nam, Secretary of State 
Rusk was in Florida, ill, and 
George Ball, the acting Sec­ 
retary of State, argued against 
the bombing. He knew that Soviet 
Prem ier Kosygin had just a r­ 
rived in Hanoi, capital of North 
Viet Nam, and while he did not 
know specifically that Kosygin 
was in our com er, the State 
Department suspected it. 
L ater 
developments 
have 
shown that one day before we 
started bombing North 
Viet 
Nam, Kosygin had 
actually 
urged the Chinese to help end 
the war in Viet Nam, or as the 
Chinese put it, "serve as a 
pawn for U.S. im perialism." 
However, on that fateful night, 
acting Secretary of State Ball 
was overwhelmed by the argu­ 
ments of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. Their advice prevailed. 
Therefore 
Bob McNamara's 
transfer to the White House 
would really make no change in 
the fact that the military domi­ 
nate U.S. foreign policy today. 
BUNDY’S ROLE 
The one man who has spoken 
out against military domina­ 
tion in closed door conferences 
is the White House adviser who 
now may be leaving, Mc George 
Bundy. In the last few months 
he has been joined by Arthur 


Goldberg, U. S. ambassador to 
the United Nations, and by Vice 
President Humphrey. 
Bundy is a form er dean of 
Harvard, the son of an assistant 
secretary of state in the Hoover 
administration, and once wrote 
a book with elder statesman 
Henry L. Stimson on Stimson's 
experiences as twice secretary 
of war and once secretary of 
state. Stimson knew the perils 
of atomic war and passed on 
these fears to his young col­ 
laborator. 
Bundy cannot speak out pub­ 
licly as can McNamara. He 
fights his battles in the pri­ 
vacy of the White House. lh 
various high level conferences, 
however, Bundy has differed 
with military advisers, some­ 
tim es also with the President. 
Despite this, Bundy has been 
close to the President. Johnson 
likes him and has leaned on him. 
Whereas some of the old Ken­ 
nedy staff in the White House 
were aloof from LBJ, Bundy 
has been loyal and devoted. It 
is not true that he has remained 
only because he cherished an 
ambition to be secretary of 
state, nor that he wants to 
leave the White House now. He 
doesn't. 
The President has been a bit 
irked, first because he thinks 
Bundy wants to leave, second 
because the Ford Foundation 
leaked word that it had offered 
Bundy $75,000. 


There is nothing in the world 
that Lyndon likes less than news 
leaks.

Bundy has leaked this 
column to me. I hasten to point 
that, having been out of the 
United States and in the hos­ 
pital myself for some time, I 
have itot seen McGeorge Bundy 
for four months.

Soviets Devising New Comin­ 
tern World HDQS To Revive 
Successful “ Innocent" United 
Fronts of 1930s. 
New York: — This bit of the 
past will explain much of the 
future: 
Back in February 1934, Com­ 
munist shock troops invaded a 
mass labor rally in Madison 
Square Garden. The Stalinists 
stormed in shouting “ Unite and 
Fight” — meaning join in 
a 
united front to fight a common 
enemy. The crowd refused to 
unite. The Communists chose 
to fight. 
It was the biggest battle ever 
staged at the Garden. There 
was much blood, much bitter­ 
ness, no unity. 
A year later, at the meeting 
of the Seventh Congress of the 
Comintern (inside Jargon tor 
Communist 
International) as 
easier 
soft-sell 
policy 
was 
developed. Gently, persuasive­ 
ly, Soviet 
propagandists at­ 
tempted to woo labor and the 
left into a “ united front.” 
In the U. S. the Communist 
Party rolled up some 80,000 
members. 
Scores 
of other 
thousands rallied to it. 
Then in 1943 the Comintern 
was dissolved. The cold war 
cracked the united front. 
It 
died. 
Now, away off in the dis­ 
tance, soon to be heard ever 
louder and louder, the Commu­ 
nist 
propgandists 
and acti­ 
vists are calling on labor and 
the slivered left to join them 
in a new mass “ united front.” 
The Soviet drive awaits only 
the creation of another cen­ 
tralized 
Communist 
Interna­ 
tional 
organization 
to push 
it into the U. S. and all 
free 
lands. 
Now comes word that a new 
Communist 
International or­ 
ganization will be launched in 
the spring. It will be complete 
with a professional executive 
committee to handle day-to-day 
problems. 
This word of a new Comin­ 
tern comes from a truly self- 
effacing man, Louis Nichols, 
who is so esteemed by some of 
A m erica's top newsmen that 
they would go swiftly to their 
typewriters to renort 
the 
coming visit of Mao to John­ 
son City, if “ Louis” said it 
were so. 
Mr. Nichols, who has 
been 
closely 
observing the 
bur­ 
geoning Comintern, was 
for 
many years an assistant to the 
director of the FBI and thus one 
of the three men who ran the 
Bureau. He is a literate man, 
as 
fam iliar 
with Friedrich 
Nietzsche and Karl Marx as 
with John Dilllnger and 
Al 
Capone. 
Having labored in the vaguely 
unflnancial vineyards of the gov­ 
ernment for two decades, he now 
is executive vice president of 
Schenley Industries, Inc. He is 
not, however, far from the gey- 
ser-ing fonts. 
Recently 
he 
marshaled a 


series of official Communist 
actions and speeches to party 
comrades by the Soviet's little 
know theoreticians. The latter 
were particularly concentrated 
in the period from July 25 to 
August 21, 1965, when “the 
Communists celebrated 
with 
special emphasis the 30th anni­ 
versary of their Seventh World 
Congress, the last and 
most 
important Comintern meeting 
prior to its dissolution. . .This 
1965 
celebration 
became a 
springboard for launching 
a 
return to the 'united 
front' 
concept.” 
For the newcomers to 
re­ 
port of what is heard on the 
left, it must be explained that 
the “ united front” tactic 
is 
the offering by the Communist 
world apparatus of aid in any 
fight. This could be on traffic 
congestion, 
corruption, hous­ 
ing, 
sewers, 
political 
can­ 
didacies — and for world peace 
and democracy, Soviet style. 
Tactically, it means burying 
revolutionary 
zeal and patter 
and 
infiltrating 
cultural, 
liberal, political and 
labor 
groups wherever possible. And 
let the conservatives not 
be­ 
lieve they're free from 
such 
enticements either. 
If the labor and political and 
liberal 
leaders 
recognize 
and rebuff the Communists and 
reject their offer of money and 
manpower, the Comintern-ites 
do not simply go away. They 
launch new innocent fronts as 
a lure. 
One of the forces the Com­ 
munists will invade will be the 
labor movement. 
“ The veteran leadership of 
labor has been through 
the 
fire,” said Mr. Nichols to an 
old friend the other day. “ TOey 
have withstood the raids from 
the left on memberships and 
treasuries. They have 
been 
tested. 
“ However, there is a need 
for the younger leadersf the 
younger 
rank and 
file, to 
make 
themselves 
knowl­ 
edgeable before they are forced 
to go through the same heart­ 
breaking, and 
backbreaking, 
fights which their movement 
underwent three decades ago.” 
Those of us who watch little- 
noted events abroad see 
Mr. 
Nichols borne out. The power­ 
ful British Labor movement, 
the Trades Union Congress, 
on Oct. 27 voted to send a fra­ 
ternal delegation to the Soviet's 
all trade union convention. 
The German labor movement, 
overriding the objections of its 
president, Ludwig Rosenberg, 
has voted for cultural and labor 
exchanges with Russian labor. 
The 
French 
Socialist 
and 
Communist Parties, which have 
powerful labor movements, are 
in a political popular front. 
United front-ism of the thir­ 
ties is crowding in on the UJB. 
It will be Jhsclnatlng to see 
whether it does as well with 
the beat generation as it did 
with the lost generation.

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Peace Demonstrators 
Once Were Afloat 


EDITOR'S NOTO — 
Peace 
demonstrators march today In 
the United States -- but 50 years 
ago they floated, aboard Henry 
Ford’s chartered ship. Here's a 
vivid anniversary flashback to 
that remarkable, much -ridic­ 
uled voyage intended to stop 
World War I, and how some sur­ 
viving participants remember 
it. 
NEW YORK 
AP — 
“ We're 
going to try to get the boys out 
of the trenches by Christm as." 
So saying, Henry Ford sailed 
off for Europe with 90 other ide­ 
alists just 50 years ago— on 
Dec. 4, 1915 — in the Scandi­ 
navian - American liner Oscar 
II. His ambitious goal was to 
stop World War I. 
Now, at a time when pro­ 
testers against U.S. military in­ 
volvement in Viet Nam march 
across the land, few members 
of the Ford peace mission still 
are alive. 
They rejected any sugges ion 
of 
a parallel 
between their 
peace campaign and the drive 
to get the United States out of 
Viet Nam. 
Ford and his followers hoped 
to end World War I before the 
United States could be pulled 
into it. 
Their 
chosen 
instrument 
was something they called the 
Neutral 
Conference for Con­ 
tinuous Mediation which 
they 
would set up in Stockholm in 
neutral Sweden, 
Unlike 
the 
get-out-of-Vlet 
Nam agitators, they had 
no 
quarrel with the nation's foreign 
policy. 
But they had hopes that a pri­ 
vate initiative might speed the 
day when peace negotiations 
would halt the carnage in Eu­ 
rope. 
They were largely ridiculed 
by the press of America and the 
world and almost wholly ig­ 
nored by the belligerents. 
“ Great war ends Christmas 
Day, Ford to stop it" read a 
typically satirical headline in 
the New York Tribune. 
The New York World 
called 
the voyage of the Oscar II “ an 
impossible effort to establish an 
inopportune peace." 
The 
crusading 
do-gooders 
struggled on for 14 fruitless 
months. 
Finally, on Feb. 7, 1917, Ford 
washed his hands of the project, 
picked up a bill for $465,000 and 
remarked: 
“ Well, we got a million dol­ 
lars worth of advertising out of 
it, and a hell of a lot of ex- 
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perience." 
A survive! of the little band is 
Louis Lochner, a peace-monger 
of the day who later became a 
Pulitzer Prize -winning Asso­ 
ciated Press foreign corres­ 
pondent. 
Interviewed by telephone at 
his home in Fair Haven, N. J., 
Lochner. now nearly 79, said 
cheerfully: 
"Well, the peace ship was a 
stunt but the welfare of humani­ 
ty was in our thoughts. We felt 
that somebody ought to do some­ 
thing to end the war, and we did 
our best. 
"Maybe it all came to nothing 
in the end, but who knows? Per­ 
haps the Neutral Conference for 
Continuous 
Mediation germU 
nated the idea which grew long 
after into the United Nations. 
“ The Viet 
Nam protests? 
There is no comparison between 
them and the Ford peace mis­ 
sion. The circumstances were 
so completely different." 
Another survivor is Earl W. 
Tucker, 75, a retired banker of 
Syracuse, N. Y. He was one of 
36 university students—29 boys 
and seven girls 
— who com­ 
prised the young intellectual 
group aboard the Oscar II. 
“ The Ford expedition," said 
Tucker, “was not in any way 
the type of so-called peace dem­ 
onstration we are seeing in con­ 
nection with Viet Nam today, 
and 
had nothing in common 
with it. 
“ The present day demonstra­ 
tions are aimed at criticizing 
our government's policy and 
attempting to bring pressure to 
bear to get it changed. 
"The delegates on the Ford 
expedition 
were desperately 
anxious to see a cease-fire ar­ 
ranged in World War I before 
our military involvement be­ 
came necessary. 
“But when the United States 
later declared war and the die 
was cast, many of us who took 
part in this expedition joined the 
armed services of our country 
to do what we could to help de­ 
feat those who were hoping to 
conquer and enslave the free 
people of the world." 
For example, Tucker said, his 
cabin mate on the Oscar II, Wil­ 
liam H. Draper Jr., went on to a 
military career and became a 
general in the U.S. Army. 
The conception of a neutral 
mediation 
conference was a 
consensus 
of 
a number of 
groups with visionary plans for 
stopping the war. 
One main group was headed 
by Roslka Schwimmer, a Hun­ 
garian pacifist and feminist, 
and another by David Starr Jor­ 
dan and Lochner. 
Discussing the war during an 
interview, Ford remarked: 
"Pd give all my money—and 
all my life — to stop it." 
Talks with Madame Schwim­ 
mer and Lochner quickly fol­ 
lowed and Ford told Lochner: 
"We want to do something 
dramatic. 
We'll 
charter 
a 
ship!" 
FOrd invited a cross -section of 
national leaders in to come 
along, but many who praised 
his objection found reasons for 
sending their regrets. 
Thomas Alva Edison, a fellow 
inventor, went down to the pier 
in Hoboken to see Ford off and 
the motor magnate offered him 
a million dollars to join the 
company. Edison just smiled 
and shook his head. 
Acceptors included S. S. Mc­ 
Clure, publisher of the maga­ 
zine which bore his name; Gov. 
Louis B. Hanna of North Dako­ 
ta, and Judge Ben Lindsey of 
Denver, a nationally famous 


liberal and reformer. 
Elmer Davis, later to be one 
of the most noted of radio's 
, newscasters, was one of the 54 
newsmen assigned to the ship. 
The Oscar II had hardly en­ 
tered the Atlantic when Ford 
came down with a cold which 
confined him to his cabin for the 
rest of the trip. 
After a 15-day voyage, the 
ship 
arrived at Christiania, 
Norway. Four days later Ford 
left for Detroit, explaining that 
he had promised his wife he 
wouldn’t be gone long. 
The peace crusaders 
Jour­ 
neyed on to Stockholm, Copen­ 
hagen and Holland. In The Hague 
they made public a document 
outlining their principles, many 
of which were 
incorporated 
decades later in the charter 
of the United Nations. 
The permanent council of me­ 
diation 
was 
established 
in 
Stockholm, with delegates from 
Norway, 
Sweden, 
Denmark, 
Holland, Switzerland and the 
United States. Most of the peace 
ship people then returned to 
America. 
Lochner, who had remained 
on the scene, was recalled to 
America by Ford in January 
1917. He saw President Wood­ 
row Wilson twice and 
con­ 
ferred with the motor magnate 
several times. 
Within a few weeks, Wilson 
made his historic speech urging 
the 
belligerents 
to reach a 
"peace without victory." 
Soon after, Ford told Lochner 
the private crusade in Europe 
should stop. He apparently felt 
that Wilson was doing as much 
for peace as could be expected 
of 
America, 
wither govern- 
mentally or privately. 
"He withdraw support from 
his peace mission under the in­ 
fluence of his business asso­ 
ciates," said Lochner. "Ford 
was a man of genius, but like 
many another genius exceeding­ 
ly unreliable." 
Author Mark Sullivan, writing 
of the peace mission In the p u b ­ 
lication "Our 
Times," 
de­ 
clared: 
"After Its failure,dyingdown- 
to an echo of gigantic and ex­ 
hausted laughter, it deprived 
every other peace movement in 
the country of force and convic­ 
tion." 
On April 6, 1917, the United 
States declared war ON Ger­ 
many. 


Time Is 
Running Oui

Without doubt there are those 
who for some time have been 
calculating the number of days 
to Christmas. 
Possibly 
harassed 
depart­ 
ment store managers have been 
studying their graphs whicfy 
based on comparative figures, 
indicate when they may expect 
the peak of the shopping rush. 
Maybe a dad or mother is even 
now working out how much time 
he or she has left to complete 
the purchase of family presents. 
And some small boy, his mind 
hardly on the current class 
lesson, is trying to remember 
how many days there are in the 
month, and on his fingers, to 
total up how long it will be 
before he can don the space 
suit he has ordered from you- 
know-who. 
Perhaps those warning notices 
have already begun to appear in 
your local paper. Thirty more 
shopping days to Christm as. 
Twenty more. . .Fifteen . . . 
Ten. . .Five. . . 
It seems that even with this 
happiest 
of holiday seasons 
there is an inescapable time 
factor. No evangelist could ex­ 
hort us more earnestly than do 
our main street stores to re­ 
member that what we would buy 
we must buy quickly. There is a 


last or final shopping day after 
which the present which has not 
been purchased must remain 
unpurchased. 
The Christmas 
card which has not been sent 
must remain unsent. The dead­ 
line once passed, what has not 
been done by way of Christmas 
preparations must remain for­ 
ever undone. There is an ele­ 
ment of Judgment even with our 
shopping. All our desire to re­ 
member some long-forgotten 
friend is in vain if we don’t 
think of him until Christmas 
Day is half done. We’ve had it 
by then — and so has he! 
We take too casual a view of 
this season of the year if we 
suppose that its happiness rests 
upon the uncertain hope that a 
good time will be had by all, 
for malnfestly that is not true, 
the virtue of Christmas as a 
high festival lies in the fact 
that it speaks of what God has 
done in visiting and redeeming 
His people, and our happiness 
lies in acknowledging Him whom 
God has sent to be our Lord 
and Savior. For our attitude to 
Jesus will reveal whether or 
not we have begun to understand 
why there is a Christmas at all. 
Among 
the 
Scriptures ap­ 
pointed by the Church to be read 
during the Advent season is one 
in which the Apostle Paul main­ 
tains that there were certain 
opinions or judgments which did 
not bother him at all. "For 
my part, if I am called to ac­ 
count by you or by any human 
court of judgment, it does not 
matter to me in the least. Why, 
I do not even pass judgment 
on myself . . . My judge is 
the Lord. . .For he will bring 
to light what darkness hides, 
and disclose men’s inward mo­ 
tives" (NEB). 
One of these things which did 
not bother Paul was what other 
men might think of him. And it 
was just as well he was some­ 
what indifferent on this point, 
for he was called a good many 
hard things in his time. 
Neither was he troubled about 
maintaining a high opinion of 
himself. He was too much of a 
realist to be eaten up by a 
sense of his own importance. 
But, he went on, "He that judgeth 
me is the Lord." That is to 
say, he was concerned about 
how he stood in his relationship 
to Jesus. 
So must we all be; for He 
whose coming we remember at 
this time of the year is not just 
a Baby about whom we sing 
sentimental lullabies for a few 
days in December and then for­ 
get for the rest of the year. It 
is by Him we are judged, and 
that is one of the 
soberer 
truths of which this season 
reminds us. Like the number of 
shopping days 
to Christmas 
which bid us make up our mind 
what we want to buy while we 
still have time, we have to make 
up cur mind about Jesus while 
yet — in the old evangelical 
phrase — we are in time and 
out of eternity. There is a dead­ 
line with faith as well as with 
the shopping list. 
Those whose memories 
go 
back like mine to the first world 
war may recall one of Stud- 
dert Kennedy’s poems in which 
he imagines a Cockney soldier, 
whose life had been far from 
blameless, dreaming that 
he 
was in the other world and 
facing the Judge who knows all. 
Said he: 
Any day by day and year by year 
My life came back to me. 
I see’d just what I were, and all 
I’d ’ad the chance to be, 
"I see’d just what I w ere." 
That is just what Jesus does 
to us. In His presence we see 
ourselves as we truly are. 
This is what happened when 
He came as the Babe of Bethle­ 
hem. 
At the news of One born to be 
King, Herod’s first concern was 
for the safety of his own throne. 
That mattered to him more than 
anything else in the world. To 


preserve it he was prepared for 
butchery. The coming of Jesus 
threw up in harsh relief his 
own savage selfishness. 
The religious leaders whom 
Herod consulted showed them­ 
selves indifferent to the coming 
of the King; for though they knew 
their 
sacred Scriptures by 
heart, they never dreamed for 
one moment that what they were 
quoting was actually happening 
under their own eyes. 
Shepherds and wise men came 
to worship; and, when they found 
Him who was born to be King, 
they laid before Him their gifts. 
All these men rose or fell by 
their attitude toward Jesus. 
1 This is what a wise old man 
named Simeon said would hap­ 
pen. Speaking to Mary he fore­ 
told that "this child is set for 
the fall and rising again of many 
in Israel." My only comment 
would 
be, 
"Not 
only 
‘in 
Israel.' " 
Judgment of this kind can be 
somewhat m erciless. Yet we 
can only blame ourselves when 
we ask for it. Those of us who 
know our Dickens will recall 
how M rs. Skewton, mother of 
the second Mrs. Dombey, tried 
to preserve the appearance of 
youth in old age, but one day 
she collapsed. Then, runs the 
story, "They took her to pieces 
in very shame and put the little 
that was real of her on a bed." 
"The little that was real"— 
that could be said of more of us 
than poor Mrs. Skewton. 
Ah, Lord, before Thou dost 
become our Judge, persuade us 
to accept Thee as Saviour!

Martin's seven - man board 
thought one way to put a brake 
on inflation was to raise interest 
rates, which was the opposite of 
Johnson's thinking.

Sunday night the board, ignor­ 
ing Johnson, went ahead, boost­ 
ed the rates. 
The man whose foresight in 
all this turned out best was 
Johnson's fellow • T e»n and 
Democrat, Rep. Wright Patman, 
chairman of the House Banking 
Committee. 
Last June, Martin made a 
speech at Columbia University, 
saying there were "disquieting 
sim ilarities" between the pres­ 
ent prosperity and the boom 
that preceded the 1929 market 
crash and the depression of the 
1930s. 
The stock market promptly

dive. Many brokers 
thought Martin's speech was a 
factor in that.

The storm, which hit this area 
at about 8 p.m., was part of an 
unruly weather pattern that cov­ 
ered northern Arkansas, east­ 
ern Missouri and m inds and 
left a wide-spread trail of dam­ 
age in the three state area, as 
well as parts of Tennessee and 
Kentucky. 
The heaviest property damage 
reported in the county was at 
the Steele airport where four 
light aircraft and 
a 
hangar 
were destroyed and 
several 
other plans and two more hang­ 
ars were heavily damaged by the 
storm . 
The manager of the airport, 
which is operated by the city of 
Steele, estimated the damage 
there will run between $75,000 
and $100,000. 
The 
485-foot 
community 
television antenna in Caruth­ 
ersville was also toppled by 
the heavy winds. 
Owned by Bootheel Video, Inc., 
and valued at about $35,000, 
the tower had just been com­ 
pleted earlier this fall and the 
cable television system it was to 
serve had not yet gone into 
operation. 
One witness who saw the huge 
steel tower fall said a cable 
apparently snapped first and the 
tower swayed several times be­ 
fore collapsing. 
The tower 
was located in a 
field between the levee and the 
Mississippi River just west of 
the Powell Ferry road. 
At about the same time, the 
wind knocked out four large 
plate glass windows in the show 
room of George Cook Motor 
Co., which is located on High­ 
way 84 just across from the 
F a rr Boulevard intersection. 
Just down the road the wind 
caused heavy damage to the 
front of the Clevidence Machine 
Shop. A television antenna and 
two metal awnings were blown 
off the Casanova Lounge and 
Restaurant. 
A television an­ 
tenna on the Tennessee Service 
Station at the intersection of 
Highway 84 and Fair Boule­ 
vard. 
An employe at Tennessee Ser­ 
vice 
Station said the wind 
sounded like a huge diesel en­ 
gine at about the time the heavy 
damage was done in that area. 
A large revolving sign in the 
parking lot of the Kroger Store 
at Ward Avenue near 7th Street 
was blown down and destroyed 
at about the same time. 
An empty grain bin on a farm 
south of Caruthersville owned 
by Harold Jones was blown over 
by the winds. 
Several trees and large tree 
limbs were blown down through­ 
out the entire county but other 
reports of damage were re ­ 
latively mild. 
Mayor L. R. Bain of Hayti 
said his community must have 
been fortunate for Tuesday he 
stated there had been no reports I 
of any major damage from the 
storm reach him. The power 
failure was the only real no­ 
ticeable effect of the storm.

The damage was high, how­ 
ever, and rather rare, he stated. 
Five 
double-pole 
structures 
carrying 110,000 volt lines were 
blown down by the storm. Three 
of them were between Hayti and 
Campbell and two between Bly­ 
theville and Steele. Tills is an 
oddity, he pointed out, since he 
has not in 17 years known 
of the main transmission lines 
from both the north and south 
to be knocked out. 
Luckily, he said, the 33,000 
volt lines were not damaged and 
local lines were transferred to 
these for their source of power. 
Had the lower voltage lines been 
downed then the situation would 
have 
been 
critical, 
Sellers 
stated. 
Ark-Mo crews were called 
out immediately 
and worked 
until noon Sunday to get all 
the lines back in service. Ser­ 
vice to customers, however, 
was not interrupted for more than 
the twenty minutes Friday night. 
Subscribers 
of the 
PDEC 
were not as fortunate, or at 
least some of them. Service 
to about 75 users were not re ­ 
stored until late Saturday. It 
was reported that about 75 poles 
were downed by the storm . 
Manager Ingram, who lives 
with his family in a trailer at 
the airport, said he was there 
when the storm hit. He said 
he did not see a twister but 
from the sound of the storm and 
the way the debris was going 
in different directions he feels 
it must have been a tornado that 
hit. 
The 
Ingram’s trailer was 
also damaged but he said no 
one was injured. 
The 
planes that were de­ 
stroyed 
were 
upended 
and 
others were damaged when the 
one hangar was completely de­ 
molished. Two other hangars 
were seriously damaged.

Farmers In St. Francis 
Basin Vote For Injunction 


DUDLEY — The Association 
for St. Francis River Control 
met Thursday night and voted 
to file an injunction against the 
U.S. Corps of Engineers at 
Memphis, Tenn., as soon as they 
can raise sufficient funds to 
carry through the injunction. 
About two-thirds of the money 
needed has been donated by 
farm ers, landowners, banks and 
lending agencies in the area, 
John Bowle of Dudley, trea­ 
surer, reports. 
The last meeting of the asso­ 
ciation was held on October 6. 
Previously, the association had 
listed its grievances and re­ 
quested that U.S. Corps of En­ 
gineers correct the situation 
that had flooded their cropland 
below Wappapello Dam last Sep­ 
tember. 
The Corps of Engineers re­ 
viewed their plans for improv­ 
ing the St. Francis River drain­ 
age and promised to answer the 
requests of the association and 
present their plan for correct­ 
ing the flooding within 45 days. 
According to Virgil Low of 
Kennett, 
the Dunklin County 
representative of the associa­ 
tion, 40 persons were present 


at the meeting Thursday in the 
Dudley School. John Bowie had 
called the Memphis office of the 
Corps of Engineers just before 
the meeting and was informed 
that he would have to go to 
"higher authorities", presum­ 
ably In Washington, D. C., for 
any Information. 
Landowners and tenants, who 
live or own farms in the flood­ 
ed lowlands, have felt the pinch 
of the flooding In more ways 
than just the loss of their 1965 
crops, Low reported. 
"The dam was built to pro­ 
tect property along the St. Fran­ 
cis River from flooding. It has 
done just the opposite. Govern­ 
ment land above the dam flood­ 
gate has reaped all the benefits. 
Rather than let that upper land 
flood, they open the control gate 
and let the surplus water cover 
our lowland farm s," Low said. 
"Now we are having difficul­ 
ty in getting loans refinanced 
because of the floor risk ," he 
declared. "That land is rich and 
is the best risk in Southeast 
M issouri if it were not for the 
floods caused by the way the 
Corps of Engineers control the 
gates at Wappapello Dam." 
Form s for reporting damages 
resulting from the September 
floods were circulated among 
those present at 
Thursday 
night’s meeting. Reports were 
that individual farm ers suffered 
from $1,500 to $50,000 worth 
of crop loss. Landowners, with 
considerable property in the 
area, may claim as much as 
$300,000. worth of damage to 
their cropland. 
H. G. Townsend of the real es­ 
tate department of the Corps 
of Engineers, who has been In 
the area purchasing right-of- 
way for improvements on the St. 
Francis River from Chalk Bluff 
to the dam, was present at the 
meeting but said he had no au­ 
thority to speak in behalf of the 
Corps of Engineers. 
The association will hold an­ 
other meeting on Thursday, Jan. 
6. The place was not decided 
but members were told they 
would be notified and informa­ 
tion about the meeting would be 
published in area newspapers. 
Virgil Low said that any Dunk­ 
lin County landowner or tenant 
of cropland in the area flooded 
by the overflow from Wappapel­ 
lo Dam who was not present at 
the Dudley meeting Thursday 
night, may secure damage re­ 
port forms at Hoover’s Trail- 
way Service Station in Camp­ 
bell.

ment Nov. 27. 
Sporadic firing continued to­ 
day. The Communists repeated­ 
ly probed another UJS .battalion 
in the area during the night. 
The Viet Cong warned of 
“ punishing new blows” against 
Saigon, similar to the terrorist 
attack on a UJS. enlisted men’s 
billet Saturday.

Along the coast 260 miles 
northeast of Saigon, a UJS. 
Marine amphibious force swept 
across a Communist stronghold 
after storming ashore Sunday 
and killing 14 Viet Cong.

Pope Paul VI promptly ac­ 
cepted the document although 
an unusually large number of 
prelates voted against its blan­ 
ket condemnation of nuclear 
warfare. 
The fiercely contested schema 
emerged from the voting with 
the largest bloc of opposition 
votes of any of the council’s de­ 
crees —251. Council spokesmen 
said 2,111 prelates voted for It. 
Spokesmen said the chapter 
on war and peace containing the 
condemnation of nuclear war­ 
fare had been opposed by 483 
council fathers in earlier sec- 
tion-by-section 
voting.

1,710 favorable 


votes, well above the required 
two-thirds majority but rela­ 
tively low as council votes have 
gone. 
Many American prelates op­ 
posed the ban-the-bomb tone in 
the section. 
Council spokesmen said an­ 
other key section of the docu­ 
ment, urging further birth con­ 
trol studies and suggesting Ro­ 
man Catholicism’s ban on con­ 
traception may not be final, was 
approved by a vote of 2,047-155 
In the section-by-section vote. 
The vote in St. Peter’s Basili­ 
ca completed the work of the 
three-year-old 
council. 
The 
schema and three others will be 
proclaimed at a public session 
in St. Peter’s Basilica Tuesday 
and the council will come to a 
ceremonial end Wednesday. 
I\>pe PauI VI proclaimed a 


five-month special jubilee for 
the world’s 500 million Roman 
Catholics to promote the coun­ 
cil’s decisions. He outlined a 
program of celebration “in ev­ 
ery diocese of the Catholic 
world from Jan. 1 to May 29 
(Pentecost Sunday).** 
A jubilee is a period of indul­ 
gence, or remission of temporal 
punishment due for sin.

the FPC that, with benefit of 
hindsight, power might have 
been restored in New York City 
twice or even four times faster. 
The blackout there lasted from 
8 to 13 hours, depending on the 
section of the city. 
“ There is no evidence what­ 
ever that sabotage was involved 
in any stage of the power fail­ 
ure,” the FPC concluded. It 
said the impact of the blackout 
on military and civil defense 
installations “appears to have 
been negligible” because most 
had emerged power supplies. 
Johnson said in a statement: 
“ Many of the commission’s ini­ 
tial recommendations are al­ 
ready being implemented by the 
power companies. This effort 
must be continued until we have 
so perfected our power systems 
that widespread power failures 
will be not only improbable but 
impossible.” 
In its report the FPC said 
flatly that “there can be no ab­ 
solute assurance that outages

A second-round victory was 
considered in the bag for De 
Gaulle if he runs. Although his 
image was bruised by the out­ 
come Sunday, it is not likely 
that he will change his attitudes 
and ways.

banks. Any upward 
movement generally spreads 
throughout the entire credit 
structure — applying to con­ 
sumers who buy houses, cars 
and other goods on the install­ 
ment plan. 
— An Increase in the maxi­ 
mum interest banks may pay on 
specified time deposits of more 
than 30 days from 4.5 to 5.5 per 
cent, its highest level ever. This 
might tend to attract money 
from other areas — the stock 
market, savings and loan asso­ 
ciations, for example—into the 
banks. 
The board left unchanged the 
4 per cent interest ceiling on 
regular savings accounts. 
The administration is power­ 
less to alter the actions. Al­ 
though board members are ap­ 
pointed by the President, they 
compose an Independent agen­ 
cy, subordinate to no one.

Kennedy, Fla. 
The launch Is scheduled for 
Dec. 13, in the ninth day of the 
scheduled Gemini 7 endurance 
mission, but Haney said Flight 
Director Chris C. Kraft was 
’looking into that eighth day 
possibility.” 
At Cape Kennedy, however, a 
space agency spokesman said 
the crew was that far ahead in 
only one phase of the operation 
—the electrical mating of the 
spacecraft to the Titan 2 booster 
rocket. 
A spokesman for the Martin 
Co., prime rocket contractor, 
said the booster phase of the 
preparations was only about 
four hours ahead. He added that 
the possibility of a Dec. 12 
launch was rather slim. 
The Gemini 6 spacecraft will 
fly at 17,500 miles an hour in 
pursuit of the Gemini 7.

QUESTIONS THAT STIRRED A STORM 
Two types of tests that have been given to school 
pupils under the auspices of the U. S. Office of 
Education recently have brought widespread 
protests from parents and from members of 
Coneress. 
OPPORTUNITIES SURVEY. One series of tests 
was given this autumn to first, third, sixth, 
ninth and twelfth grades, plus teachers, in about 
5,300 schools — nearly 1 of every 20. The 
tests were designed to carry out a survey, 
required by the Civil Rights Act, to show where 
children of minority groups are denied equal 
opportunities. Some schools refused to give the 
tests, after seeing questions on family, racial 
matters. 
A questionnaire for pupils in the twelfth grade 
included: “Who is now acting as your father?” 
“Who is now acting as your mother?” “Where 
does most of the money come from that pays for 
your food, house and clothing?” “About how 
often last year did your mother or father at­ 
tend parent-association meetings such as the 
P-TA?” “ Think now of your close friends. 
How many of them are white?” “If you could 
have anyone you wanted for your close friends, 
how many would be white?” “If you could be 
in the school you wanted, how many of the stu­ 
dents would you want to be white?” “If you 
could be in the school you wanted, how many 
of the teachers would you want to be white?” 
“How do you and your friends rate socially 
in this school?” 
Questions for teachers included these: “When 
you attended (college) how many of the students 
were white?” “Did you say hello to students 
you didn’t know?” “Have you ever attended 
any summer institutes or comparable training 
programs that offer special training in teaching 
or counseling the culturally disadvantaged?” 
“What will be your total annual salary from 
this school system this year? (Estimate supple­ 
ments for extra services by using supplements 
from last year.)” “What kind of school do you 
prefer to work in, as far as ethnic composition 
is concerned?” “Which of the following policies 
on neighborhood elementary schools represents 
the best educational practice, in your estimation? 
(A) Neighborhood elementary schools should be 
maintained regardless of any racial imbalance 
produced. (B) Neighborhood elementary schools 
should be maintained, but where possible a de­ 
vice, such as reducing the grade span of schools, 
“pairing” schools, or another practice, should 
be used to promote racial balance. (C) The 
idea of neighborhood elementary schools can be 
abandoned without significant loss.” 
PERSONALITY TESTS. Other tests, given by 
researchers financed by grants from the U.S. 
Office of Education, cover a wide range. Some 
aim to outline psychological traits of children 
in certain types of schools. Some try to reflect 
the degree and effects of racial integration, or 
segregation, in a school district or neighborhood. 
Often the questions are of a highly personal 
nature, dealing with sex, religion, race, family 
relationships, income and possession. From a 
sample of the tests reported as a result of a 
special inquiry conducted by a subcommittee of 
the House Committee on Government 
Opera­ 
tions— 
Ten questions from personality tests given to 
millions of high - school students: “True or 
False?—” “ My sex life is satisfactory.” “ Evil 
spirits possess me at tim es.” “I am very 
strongly attracted to members of my own sex.” 
“I believe in a life hereafter.” “ I have been 
disappointed in love.” “I dream frequently about 
things that are best kept to myself.” “I am 
a special agent of God.” “When a man is with 
a woman he is usually thinking about things 
related to her sex.” “I read the Bible several 
times a week.” “There is something wrong with 
my sex organs.” 
Ten questions from another test, where students 
were asked to fill in a blank space “with the 
first word that comes to mind,” and were in­ 
structed to use only one word: “ My childhood 
was

It is easy to criticize. Complaints always get 
attention. 
Restraint, while often more desirable, usually 
attracts neither praise nor attention. 
We are reminded of this because the pre- 
Christmas season is here now that December 
has arrived and the Thanksgiving holiday is 
safely behind us. 
The effort to preserve the religious heritage 
of Christmas has both our sympathy and our 
support but some of the campaigns waged in 
its behalf have been cheap, tawdry and inef­ 
fective. 
Last year at this time, Rep. Melvin R. Laird, 
Wisconsin Republican, unleased a blast at the 
post office department for putting out Christmas 


stamps not having a religious theme. 
Laird maintained stoutly that the larger issue 
of separation of church and state was not in­ 
volved in the stamp. 
He may or may not be right about this. 
But the post office is caught in the middle. 
If it chooses to let others put the religious 
emphasis in Christmas it is all right by us. 
We recall a furor raised in one year about 
the UNESCO Christmas cards. Because none 
or few were offered with a religious theme, 
critics made the project appear to be a sort of 
international atheistic conspiracy — perhaps 
even Communistic. 
However little emphasis was placed by the 
UNESCO artists in earlier years on the religious 
background of Christmas in depicting holiday 
observance in foreign countries, this year’s 
cards include a liberal number taking Christ’s 
birthday for their theme. 
We suspect that many of those who choose 
to seek publicity in complaining about the lack 
of religious themes in Christmas season mail­ 
ings themselves select Santa Claus, Christmas 
tree and other non-religious or pagan symbols 
for their own Christmas cards, stickers and 
stamps. 
Of the Christmas cards you received last year 
how many carried a religious message? Very 
few probably. Were you offended? Did you write 
your neighbors, friends relatives and congress­ 
man in protest? 
You are a very unusual person if you did 
because if you are fair minded you must have 
known 
that no blasphemy 
or sacrilegious 
thoughts were intentionally conveyed to you in 
simple, well meaning Christmas messages. 
We do not believe that the way to emphasize 
the real meaning of Christmas is to condemn 
in a loud voice all of those who simply wish 
us well on that day or greet us in the spirit 
of well wishers in a season that is particularly 
happy for children. 
Social patterns cannot be effectively enforced 
with a bludgeon or by accusing those who greet 
you as pagans and unbelievers.

Ever since then we have tried 
to perfect a proper cup of tea, 
and it seems to me that we've 
almost got the problem licked. 
Essentially, the solution is 
simple. You put tea leaves in a 
porcelain enclosure that has a 
spout. Then you pour absolutely 
boiling water over it, pause and 
recite from memory the coun­ 
ties of Ireland including the six 
still under British rule, and 
pour.

In a little warm milk, and drink. 
You have all the liquid happi­ 
ness that can be found under 
heaven.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON — Most urgent 
personnel problem facing LBJ 
is right inside the White House 
--namely, what to do about 
Me George Bundy, who has been 
offered a big job but actually 
doesn’t want to leave; and what 
to do about Secretary of De­ 
fense Robert McNamara, who 
has been participating more and 
more in problems outside the 
Pentagon. 
The President is reported in­ 
clined to replace Bundy with 
McNamara 
making him as­ 
sistant president and the sec­ 
ond most powerful man in the 
USA. This raises two significant 
questions: 
1. Will 
McNamara, 
as co­ 
ordinator of foreign affairs in­ 
side the White House, supersede 
Dean Rusk, Secretary of State? 
2. 
Will 
military 
thinking 
dominate our foreign affairs, 
supposedly directed by civil­ 
ians? 
The answer to the first is that 
Dean Rusk doesn’t seem to mind 
having Bob McNamara barge 
into foreign policy. They get 
along well together; even co­ 
operate in making mistakes to­ 
gether. At the end of their joint 
meeting in Honolulu, NOv. 20, 
1963, 
they issued a formal 
statement promising that 300 
U.S. troops would leave South 
Viet Nam Dec. 3,1964, and that 
1,000 more would depart before 
the end of 1964. This, they 
said, would leave 15,500 Amer­ 
ican troops in South Viet Nam. 
Today is Dec. 6, 1965, and the 
300 troops that were to leave 
by Dec. 3, 1964, have not yet 
departed. Instead of 15,500 U.S. 
troops in South Viet Nam, we 
have sent in more than 150,- 
000, with approximately 30,- 
000 more on the way. 
Dean Rusk has not yet joined 
his friend, the Secretary of 
Defense, in the latter*s recent 
statement, “ We have stopped 
losing the war,” which came as 
a surprise to many Americans 
because, Judging from Pentagon 
statements, we were winning the 
war. 
But, in any event, no sparks 
would 
fly around the White 
House if the President super­ 


imposed Bob McNamara, in ef­ 
fect, over Dean Rusk as an 
assistant president. 
MILITARY ADVICE PREVAILS 
The answer to problem number 
two is that military thinking 
has already dominated our sup­ 
posedly civilian foreign policy 
for some time. 
Specifically, and quite recent­ 
ly, we have had the former 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, Gen. Maxwell Taylor, 
serving as ambassador in South 
Viet Nam, and it was the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff who really sold 
Johnson on the policy of bomb­ 
ing North Viet Nam — a policy 
which Secretary McNamara now 
tacitly admits has been a fail­ 
ure. 
ft will be recalled that on the 
night of Feb. 6 and the early 
morning of Feb. 
7, when a 
hastily called White House con­ 
ference decided to bomb North 
Viet Nam, Secretary of State 
Rusk was in Florida, ill, and 
George Ball, the acting Sec­ 
retary of State, argued against 
the bombing. He knew that Soviet 
Prem ier Kosygin had just a r­ 
rived in Hanoi, capital of North 
Viet Nam, and while he did not 
know specifically that Kosygin 
was in our com er, the State 
Department suspected it. 
Later 
developments 
have 
shown that one day before we 
started bombing North 
Viet 
Nam, Kosygin had 
actually 
urged the Chinese to help end 
the war in Viet Nam, or as the 
Chinese put it, “ serve as a 
pawn for U.S. imperialism.” 
However, on that fateful night, 
acting Secretary of State Ball 
was overwhelmed by the argu­ 
ments of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. Their advice prevailed. 
Therefore 
Bob McNamara's 
transfer to the White House 
would really make no change in 
the fact that the military domi­ 
nate U.S. foreign policy today. 
BUNDY'S ROLE 
The one man who has spoken 
out against military domina­ 
tion in closed door conferences 
is the White House adviser who 
now may be leaving, McGeorge 
Bundy. In the last few months 
he has been joined by Arthur 


TWO-PARTY SYSTEM 
Speaking at Akron University 
on October 21, 1964, President 
Johnson said: “ The responsible 
leaders of both parties, and I 
believe in the two-party sys­ 
tem, think first of the good of 
the country.” 
The president 
later firmly stated the neces­ 
sity of a staunch opposition 
party to achieve good govern­ 
ment. 
Republicans have been slow in 
perfecting a workable recovery 
from the debacle of the 1964 
election. Their Senate leader, 
a man I have long admired and 
one of the most able men in the 
U. S. Senate, Everett Dlrksen 
(R-Ill.), has until recently acted 
as spokesman in the Senate for

President. 
Congressman 
Gerald Ford (R-Mich.) acted 
like a green hand. 
Republicans must start acting 
like statesmen. Senators Hrus- 
ka (R-Neb.), Tower (R-Tex.), 
and Thurmond (R-S. C.), should 
begin expounding a recognizable 
policy. In the House, Laird (R- 
Wisc.) and Gross (R-Iowa), are 
among the many constructive 
members. 
Robert 
Taft, Jr.. 
whose loss of the Senate seat 
in Ohio can be regarded as a 
fluke, should expound Bob Taft's 
ideals. Bud Wilkinson (R-Okla.) 
if he continues in public life, 
is destined for greatness. 
Communist 
and fascist dic­ 
tatorships, 
with their ever* 
present “ mandate from the peo­ 
ple,” are one-party systems, 
and suffrage is a meaningless 
formality. 
In the U. S., some states have 
tried 
“ one - party” govern­ 
ment. New England, as a re­ 
gion 
of “ one - party” states, 
fared poorly while losing im­ 
portant 
industries. 
The Old 
South, with largely “ one-par­ 
ty” government, has been ig­ 
nored in the big political pan­ 
orama, although it enjoyed a 
near monopoly in 
senatorial 
and congressional committee 
appointments.

New York: — This bit of the 
past will explain much of the 
future: 
Back in February 1934, Com­ 
munist shock troops Invaded a 
mass labor rally in Madison 
Square Garden. The Stalinists 
stormed in shouting “ Unite and 
Fight*' -- meaning join in 
a 
united front to fight a common 
enemy. The crowd refused to 
unite. The Communists chose 
to fight. 
It was the biggest battle ever 
staged at the Garden. There 
was much blood, much bitter­ 
ness, no unity. 
A year later, at the meeting 
of the Seventh Congress of the 
Comintern (Inside jargon for 
Communist 
International) as 
easier 
soft-sell 
policy 
was 
developed. Gently, persuasive­ 
ly, Soviet 
propagandists at­ 
tempted to woo labor and the 
left into a “ united front.” 
In the U. S. the Communist 
Party rolled up some 80,000 
members. 
Scores 
of other 
thousands rallied to it. 
Then in 1943 the Comintern 
was dissolved. The cold war 
cracked the united front. 
It 
died. 
Now, away off In the dis­ 
tance, soon to be heard ever 
louder and louder, the Commu­ 
nist 
propgandists 
and acti­ 
vists are calling on labor and 
the slivered left to join them 
in a new mass “ united front.” 
The Soviet drive awaits only 
the creation of another cen­ 
tralized Communist 
Interna­ 
tional 
organization 
to push 
it into the U. S. and all 
free 
lands. 
Now comes word that a new 
Communist 
International 
or­ 
ganization will be launched in 
the spring. It will be complete 
with a professional executive 
committee to handle day-to-day 
problems. 
This word of a new Comin­ 
tern comes from a truly self- 
effacing man, Louis Nichols, 
who is so esteemed by some of 
A m erica's top newsmen that 
they would go swiftly to their 
typewriters to rooort 
the 
coming visit of Mao 
to John­ 
son City, if “ Louis” said it 
were so. 
Mr. Nichols, who has 
been 
closely observing the 
bur­ 
geoning Comintern, was 
for 
many years an assistant to the 
director of the FBI and thus one 
of the three men who ran the 
Bureau. He is a literate man, 
as 
fem lliar 
with Friedrich 
Nietzsche and Karl Marx as 
with John Dllllnger and 
A1 
Capone. 
Having labored in the vaguely 
unfinancial vineyards of the gov­ 
ernment for two decades, he now 
is executive vice president of 
Schenley Industries, Inc. He is 
not, however, far from the gey- 
ser-ing fonts. 
Recently 
he 
marshaled a 


series of official Communist 
actions and speeches to party 
comrades by the Soviet's little 
know theoreticians. The latter 
were particularly concentrated 
in the period from July 25 to 
August 21, 1965, when “ the 
Communists celebrated 
with 
special emphasis the 30th anni­ 
versary of their Seventh World 
Congress, the last and 
most 
important Comintern meeting 
prior to its dissolution.. .This 
1965 
celebration 
became a 
springboard for launching 
a 
return to the ‘united 
front* 
concept.” 
For the newcomers to 
re­ 
port of what is heard on the 
left, it must be explained that 
the “ united front” tactic 
is 
the offering by the Communist 
world apparatus of aid in any 
fight. This could be on traffic 
congestion, 
corruption, hous­ 
ing, 
sew ers, political 
can­ 
didacies — and for world peace 
and democracy, Soviet style. 
Tactically, it means burying 
revolutionary 
zeal and patter 
and 
infiltrating 
cultural, 
liberal, political and 
labor 
groups wherever possible. And 
let the conservatives not 
be­ 
lieve they're free from 
such 
enticements either. 
If the labor and political and 
liberal 
leaders 
recognize 
and rebuff the Communists and 
reject their offer of money and 
manpower, the Comintern-ites 
do not simply go away. They 
launch new Innocent fronts as 
a lure. 
One of the forces the Com­ 
munists will invade will be the 
labor movement. 
“ The veteran leadership of 
labor has been through 
the 
fire,” said Mr. Nichols to an 
old friend the other day. “ They 
have withstood the raids from 
the left on memberships and 
treasuries. They have 
been 
tested. 
“ However, there is a need 
for the younger leaders, the 
younger 
rank and 
file, to 
make 
themselves 
knowl­ 
edgeable before they are forced 
to go through the same heart­ 
breaking, and 
backbreaking, 
fights which their movement 
underwent three decades ago.” 
Those of us who watch little- 
noted events abroad see 
Mr. 
Nichols borne out. The power­ 
ful British Labor movement, 
the Trades Union Congress, 
on Oct. 27 voted to send a fra­ 
ternal delegation to the Soviet's 
all trade union convention. 
The German labor movement, 
overriding the objections of its 
president, Ludwig Rosenberg, 
has voted for cultural and labor 
exchanges with Russian labor. 
The 
French Socialist and 
Communist Parties, which have 
powerful labor movements, are 
in a political popular front. 
United front-ism of the thir­ 
ties is crowding in on the UJB. 
It will be frsclnatlng to see 
whether it does as well with 
the beat generation as it did 
with the lost generation.

First, Roman Gabriel eluded 
them 
and then Carl Adams 
got away as the Cardinals ex­ 
tended their losing streak to 
four in the National Football 
League and two in the signature 
race with the American Foot­ 
ball League. 
Quarterback Gabriel of Los 
Angeles of the NFL slithered 
away from St. Louis linemen 
time after time to complete pas­ 
ses that carried the Rams to a 
27-3 victory over the Cardinals. 
Cardinal Coach Wally Lemm 
called his club’s performance 
“pitiful/* 
But the Cardinal front office 
performed no better in New 
York, where it lost a No. 1 
draft choice to the Jets on the 
AFL for the 
second straight 
year. First, Joe Namath, now 
McAdams, a linebacker from 
Oklahoma. 
Club owners Charles and Wil­ 
liam Bidwill had “no comment** 
concerning the battle of the sig­ 
nature. But Lemm had plenty 
to say about the struggle for the 
football. 
“ There's more to it than in­ 
juries,** Lemm said of his club, 
which has lost six of seven 
games and has fallen out of 
second place in the eastern di­ 


vision. 
“ We haven’t got any injuries 
on offense and we’re not mov­ 
ing the ball worth a darn. The 
fans are yelling for razzle daz­ 
zle plays, but we’ve got to play 
steady football.”

Chicago's fierce Bears racked 
up Johnny Unltas, roughed up 
the Baltimore Colts, and opened 
up the Western Division race for 
a down-to-the-wire finish. 
It happened in the National 
Football League's big one at 
Baltimore Sunday. After 
the 
brawl was over, it was Bears 13, 
Colts 0. But the crusher for 
Baltimore came earlier, toward 
the end of the first half when 
some 
500 pounds of brawn 
chopped down Unltas. 
Bear defensive tackles Star 
Jones and Earl Leggett caught 
Unltas in a plncer movement 
that 
knocked the superstar 
quarterback out of the game, 
out of the rest of the season, and 
mostly likely out of the league 
title playoff -- if the Colts 
make it. 
A few hours after the game, 
Unltas underwent surgery for 
torn ligament in his right knee. 
He definitely will be sidelined 
for Baltimore's two remaining 
season games, and the chances 
are very slight he would be 
ready for a possible majch with 
Cleveland's Eastern champion 
Browns 
for the championship 
Jan. 2. 
Despite the loss in the penal­ 
ty-filled, fist - swinging affair 
with the Bears, the Colts still 
lead in the West with a 9-2-1 
record. But the 
Green Bay 
Packers are right behind at 9-3 
after beating the Minnesota Vi­ 
kings 24-19 and have a show­ 
down coming with the Colts at 
Baltimore next Sunday, when 
capable but seldom-tested Gary 
Cuozzo will fUl in for Unltas. 
On the final weekend, the Colts 
play the Rams at Los Angeles 
and the Packers meet the 49ers 
at San Francisco. 
Meanwhile, the surging Bears 
still are In It at 8-4. They've 
lost only once in their last nine 
games — 26-21 
to Baltimore 
four weeks ago. The Bears take 
on the 49ers In Chicago next 
week, then 
finish at home 
against the Vikings. 
Elsewhere In the NFL — the 
Browns, with the Eastern title 
already wrapped up, came back 
in the final period for a 24-16 
victory over the Washington 
■edsklns; rookie Tucker Fred- 
erlckson scored three touch­ 
downs as the New York Giants 
took over sole possession of 
second on the East, whipping the 
Pittsburgh Steelers 35-10; the 
Los Angeles Rams burled the 
St. Louis Cardinals 27-3; the 
49ers turned back the Detroit 
Lions 17-14 with two fourth- 
quarter touchdowns; and 
the 
Dallas Cowboys blocked two 
field-goal tries in edging the 
Philadelphia Eagles 21-19. 
Rookie 
flash 
Gale Sayers 
cashed in on one of the Bears' 
many chances with a 61-yard 
touchdown sprint and two field 
goals by Roger Leclerc rounded 
out the scoring at Baltimore. 
The Colts never got as far as 
the Bears' 20. 
It was ragged and rough foot­ 
ball. There were 12 fumbles and 
—three interceptions, penalties 
totaling 202 yards, and several 
fights. 
Zeke Bratkowskl and Bill An­ 
derson combined for a 27 -yard

other coup in the battle for play­ 
er talent

signing Oklahoma 
linebacker 
Carl McAdams. 
McAdams, the Jets’ No. 3 
choice in the American Football 
League draft and a first-round 
pick of the National League’s 
St. Louis Cardinals, was an All- 
America selection and one of— 
the most prized prospects in the 
country. 
It was the second time the 
Jets had won a tug-of-war for 
St. Louis’ No. 1 draft choice— 
New York outbid the Cardinals 
for quarterback Joe Namath 
last year—and represented the 
first player picked on the first 
three rounds of the NFL draft 
who had been lured into the 
American League. 
McAdams' loss was the first 
the NFL has suffered after sign­ 
ing nine of its 16 first-round 
draft choices. The AFL has 
signed five of its 10 first-round 
selections and lost one. 
The American League also 
has lost a second-round pick— 


Baltimore getting 
Kentucky 
tackle Sam Ball in a battle with 
the Jets. 
The AFL also signed two high 
future picks from the 1964 draft 
—San Diego State and Gary 
Garrison going with San Diego 
and Northeastern's Bob Cappa- 
donna going with Boston during 
the weekend. San Francisco was 
the loser both times. 
Garrison, a No. 1 pick of the 
Chargers, went on the NFL’s 
sixth round to Philadelphia but 
the Eagles traded his rights to 
the 49ers. Cappadonna was the 
Patriots' No. 3 future and was 
selected by the49ersonthe 10th 
round.

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Peace Demonstrators 
Once Were Afloat 
EDITOR’S NOTE — 
Peace 
demonstrators march today In 
the United States -- but 50 years 
ago they floated, aboard Henry 
Ford's chartered ship. Here's a 
vivid anniversary flashback to 
that remarkable, much -ridic­ 
uled voyage Intended to stop 
World War I, and how some sur­ 
viving participants remember 
it. 
NEW YORK AP — 
“We're 
going to try to get the boys out 
of the trenches by Christmas." 
So saying, Henry Ford sailed 
off tor Europe with 90 other ide­ 
alists just 50 years ago— on 
Dec. 4, 1915 — in the Scandi­ 
navian - American liner Oscar 
II. His ambitious goal was to 
stop World War I. 
Now, at a time when pro* 
testers against U.S. military in­ 
volvement in Viet Nam march 
across the land, few members 
of the Ford peace mission still 
are alive. 
They rejected any suggestion 
of 
a parallel between their 
peace campaign and the drive 
to get the United States out of 
Viet Nam. 
Ford and his followers hoped 
to end World War I before the 
United States could be pulled 
into it. 
Their 
chosen 
instrument 
was something they called the 
Neutral 
Conference for Con­ 
tinuous Mediation which they 
would set up in Stockholm in 
neutral Sweden. 
Unlike 
the 
get-out-of-Vlet 
Nam agitators, they had 
no 
quarrel with the nation's foreign 
policy. 
But they had hopes that a pri­ 
vate initiative might speed the 
day when peace negotiations 
would halt the carnage in Eu­ 
rope. 
They were largely ridiculed 
by the press of America and the 
world and almost wholly ig­ 
nored by the belligerents. 
“ Great war ends Christmas 
Day, Ford to stop it" read a 
typically satirical headline in 
the New York Tribune. 
The New York World called 
the voyage of the Oscar n “ an 
impossible effort to establish an 
inopportune peace." 
The 
crusading 
do-gooders 
struggled on for 14 fruitless 
months. 
Finally, on Feb. 7, 1917, Ford 
washed his hands of the project, 
picked up a bill for $465,000 and 
remarked: 
“Well, we got a million dol­ 
lars worth of advertising out of 
it, and a hell of a lot of ex- 
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perience." 
A survivor of the little band is 
Louis Lochner, apeace-monger 
of the day who later became a 
Pulitzer Prize -winning Asso­ 
ciated Press foreign corres­ 
pondent. 
Interviewed by telephone at 
his home in Fair Haven, N. J., 
Lochner. now nearly 79, said 
cheerfully: 
“Well, the peace ship was a 
stunt but the welfare of humani­ 
ty was in our thoughts. We felt 
that somebody ought to do some­ 
thing to end the war, and we did 
our best. 
“Maybe it all came to nothing 
in the end, but who knows? Per­ 
haps the Neutral Conference for 
Continuous Mediation germU 
nated the idea which grew long 
after into the United Nations. 
“The Viet 
Nam protests? 
There is no comparison between 
them and the Ford peace mis­ 
sion. The circumstances were 
so completely different." 
Another survivor is Earl W, 
Tucker, 75, a retired banker of 
Syracuse, N. Y. He was one of 
36 university students—29 boys 
and seven girls — who com­ 
prised the young Intellectual 
group aboard the Oscar II. 
“The Ford expedition," said 
Tucker, “was not in any way 
the type of so-called peace dem­ 
onstration we are seeing in con­ 
nection with Viet Nam today, 
and 
had nothing in common 
with it. 
“The present day demonstra­ 
tions are aimed at criticizing 
our government's policy and 
attempting to bring pressure to 
bear to get it changed. 
“ The delegates on the Ford 
expedition 
were desperately 
anxious to see a cease-fire ar­ 
ranged in World War I before 
our military involvement be­ 
came necessary. 
“But when the United States 
later declared war and the die 
was cast, many of us who took 
part in this expedition joined the 
armed services of our country 
to do what we could to help de­ 
feat those who were hoping to 
conquer and enslave the free 
people of the world." 
For example, Tucker said, his 
cabin mate on the Oscar n, Wil­ 
liam H. Draper Jr., went on to a 
military career and became a 
general in the U.S. Army. 
The conception of a neutral 
mediation 
conference was a 
consensus 
of 
a number of 
groups with visionary plans for 
stopping the war. 
One main group was headed 
by Roslka Schwimmer, a Hun­ 
garian pacifist and feminist, 
and another by David Starr Jor­ 
dan and Lochner. 
Discussing the war during an 
interview, Ford remarked: 
“ Pd give all my money—and 
all my life — to stop it." 
Talks with Madame Schwim­ 
mer and Lochner quickly fol­ 
lowed and Ford told Lochner: 
“We want to do something 
dramatic. 
We'll 
charter a 
ship!" 
Ford invited a cross -section of 
national leaders in to come 
along, but many who praised 
his objection found reasons for 
sending their regrets. 
Thomas Alva Edison, a fellow 
inventor, went down to the pier 
in Hoboken to see Ford off and 
the motor magnate offered him 
a million dollars to join the 
company. Edison just smiled 
and shook his head. 
Acceptors included S. S. Mc­ 
Clure, publisher of the maga­ 
zine which bore his name; Gov. 
Louis B. Hanna of North Dako­ 
ta, and Judge Ben Lindsey of 
Denver, a nationally famous 


liberal and reformer. 
Elmer Davis, later to be one 
of the most noted of radio's 
newscasters, was one of the 54 
newsmen assigned to the ship. 
The Oscar n had hardly en­ 
tered the Atlantic when Ford 
came down with a cold which 
confined him to his cabin for the 
rest of the trip. 
After a 15-day voyage, the 
ship 
arrived at Christiania, 
Norway. Four days later Ford 
left for Detroit, explaining that 
he had promised his wife he 
wouldn't be gone long. 
The peace crusaders 
jour­ 
neyed on to Stockholm, Copen­ 
hagen and Holland. In The Hague 
they made public a document 
outlining their principles, many 
of which were 
incorporated 
decades later in the charter 
of the United Nations. 
The permanent council of me­ 
diation 
was 
established in 
Stockholm, with delegates from 
Norway, 
Sweden, 
Denmark, 
Holland, Switzerland and the 
United States. Most of the peace 
ship people then returned to 
America. 
Lochner, who had remained 
on the scene, was recalled to 
America by Ford in January 
1917. He saw President Wood­ 
row Wilson twice and 
con­ 
ferred with the motor magnate 
several times. 
Within a few weeks, Wilson 
made his historic speech urging 
the belligerents to reach a 
“ peace without victory." 
Soon after, Ford told Lochner 
the private crusade in Europe 
should stop. He apparently felt 
that Wilson was doing as much 
for peace as could be expected 
of 
America, wither govern- 
mentally or privately. 
“ He withdraw support from 
his peace mission under the in­ 
fluence of his business asso­ 
ciates,” said Lochner. “ Ford 
was a man of genius, but like 
many another genius exceeding­ 
ly unreliable." 
Author Mark Sullivan, writing 
of the peace mission in the pub- - 
licatlon “ Our Times," de­ 
clared: 
“ After its failure, dyingdown- 
to an echo of gigantic and ex­ 
hausted laughter, it deprived 
every other peace movement in 
the country of force and convic­ 
tion." 
On April 6, 1917, the United 
States declared war ON Ger­ 
many. 


Time Is 
Running Out

Without doubt there are those 
who for some time have been 
calculating the number of days 
to Christmas. 
Possibly 
harassed depart­ 
ment store managers have been 
studying their graphs whicl^ 
based on comparative figures, 
indicate when they may expect 
the peak of the shopping rush. 
Maybe a dad or mother is even 
now working out how much time 
he or she has left to complete 
the purchase of family presents. 
And some small boy, his mind 
hardly on the current class 
lesson, is trying to remember 
how many days there are in the 
month, and on his fingers, to 
total up how long it will be 
before he can don the space 
suit he has ordered from you- 
know-who. 
Perhaps those warning notices 
have already begun to appear in 
your local paper. Thirty more 
shopping days to Christmas. 
Twenty more. . .Fifteen . . . 
Ten. . .Five. . . 
It seems that even with this 
happiest 
of holiday seasons 
there is an Inescapable time 
factor. No evangelist could ex­ 
hort us more earnestly than do 
our main street stores to re­ 
member that what we would buy 
we must buy quickly. There is a 


last or final shopping day after 
which the present which has not 
been purchased must remain 
unpurchased. 
The Christmas 
card which has not been sent 
must remain unsent. The dead­ 
line once passed, what has not 
been done by way of Christmas 
preparations must remain for­ 
ever undone. There is an ele­ 
ment of judgment even with our 
shopping. All our desire to re­ 
member some long-forgotten 
friend is in vain if we don't 
think of him until Christmas 
Day is half done. We've had it 
by then — and so has he! 
We take too casual a view of 
this season of the year if we 
suppose that its happiness rests 
upon the uncertain hope that a 
good time will be had by all, 
for malnfestly that is not true, 
the virtue of Christmas as a 
high festival lies in the fact 
that it speaks of what God has 
done in visiting and redeeming 
His people, and our happiness 
lies in acknowledging Him whom 
God has sent to be our Lord 
and Savior. For our attitude to 
Jesus will reveal whether or 
not we have begun to understand 
why there is a Christmas at all. 
Among 
the 
Scriptures ap­ 
pointed by the Church to be read 
during the Advent season is one 
in which the Apostle Paul main­ 
tains that there were certain 
opinions or judgments which did 
not bother him at all. “For 
my part, if I am called to ac­ 
count by you or by any human 
court of judgment, it does not 
matter to me in the least. Why, 
I do not even pass judgment 
on myself . . . My judge is 
the Lord. . .For he will bring 
to light what darkness hides, 
and disclose men's inward mo­ 
tives" (NEB). 
One of these things which did 
not bother Paul was what other 
men might think of him. And It 
was just as well he was some­ 
what indifferent on this point, 
for he was called a good many 
hard things in his time. 
Neither was he troubled about 
maintaining a high opinion of 
himself. He was too much of a 
realist to be eaten up by a 
sense of his own importance. 
But, he went on, “He that judgeth 
me is the Lord." That is to 
say, he was concerned about 
how he stood in his relationship 
to Jesus. 
So must we all be; for He 
whose coming we remember at 
this time of the year is not just 
a Baby about whom we sing 
sentimental lullabies for a few 
days in December and then for­ 
get for the rest of the year. It 
is by Him we are judged, and 
that is one of the 
soberer 
truths of which this season 
reminds us. Like the number of 
shopping days 
to Christmas 
which bid us make up our mind 
what we want to buy while we 
still have time, we have to make 
up cur mind about Jesus while 
yet — in the old evangelical 
phrase — we are in time and 
out of efemity. There is a dead­ 
line with faith as well as with 
the shopping list. 
Those whose memories 
go 
back like mine to the first world 
war may recall one of Stud- 
dert Kennedy's poems in which 
he imagines a Cockney soldier, 
whose life had been far from 
blameless, dreaming that 
he 
was in the other world and 
facing the Judge who knows all. 
Said he; 
Any day by day and year by year 
My life came back to me. 
I see'd just what I were, and all 
I'd 'ad the chance to be. 
“I see'd just what I were." 
That is just what Jesus does 
to us. In His presence we see 
ourselves as we truly are. 
This is what happened when 
He came as the Babe of Bethle­ 
hem. 
At the news of One born to be 
King, Herod's first concern was 
for the safety of his own throne. 
That mattered to him more than 
anything else in the world. To 


preserve it he was prepared for 
butchery. The coming of Jesus 
threw up in harsh relief his 
own savage selfishness. 
The religious leaders whom 
Herod consulted showed them­ 
selves Indifferent to the coming 
of the King; for though they knew 
their 
sacred Scriptures by 
heart, they never dreamed tor 
one moment that what they were 
quoting was actually happening 
under their own eyes. 
Shepherds and wise men came 
to worship; and, when they found 
Him who was born to be King, 
they laid before Him their gifts. 
All these men rose or fell by 
their attitude toward Jesus. 
' This is what a wise old man 
named Simeon said would hap­ 
pen. Speaking to Mary he fore­ 
told that “this child is set for 
the fall and rising again of many 
in Israel.” My only comment 
would 
be, 
“Not 
only 
‘in 
Israel.' " 
Judgment of this kind can be 
somewhat merciless. Yet we 
can only blame ourselves when 
we ask for it. Those of us who 
know our Dickens will recall 
how Mrs. Skewton, mother of 
the second Mrs. Dombey, tried 
to preserve the appearance of 
youth in old age, but one day 
she collapsed.

Last June, Martin made a 
speech at Columbia University, 
saying there were “ disquieting 
sim ilarities" between the pres­ 
ent prosperity and the boom 
that preceded the 1929 market 
crash and the depression of the 
1930s. 
The stock market promptly 
took a dive. Many brokers 
thought Martin's speech was a 
factor in that. Pat man said

CARUTHERSVILLE -- A gen­ 
eral survey showed this week 
that damage resulting from last 
Friday night’s freak wind storm 
totaled more 
than $ 12Jy000 in 
Pemiscot county but there were 
no reports of any serious in­ 
juries in this area. 
The storm, which hit this area 
at about 8 p.m., was part of an 
unruly weather pattern that cov­ 
ered northern Arkansas, east­ 
ern Missouri and Illinois and 
left a wide-spread trail of dam­ 
age in the three state area, as 
well as parts of Tennessee and 
Kentucky. 
The heaviest property damage 
reported in the county was at 
the Steele airport where four 
light aircraft and 
a hangar 
were destroyed and 
several 
other plans and two more hang­ 
ars were heavily damaged by the 
storm. 
The manager of the airport, 
which is operated by the city of 
Steele, estimated the damage 
there will run between $75,000 
and $100,000. 
The 
485-foot 
community 
television antenna in Caruth- 
ersville was also toppled by 
the heavy winds. 
Owned by Bootheel Video, Inc., 
and valued at about $35,000, 
the tower had just been com­ 
pleted earlier this fall and the 
cable television system it was to 
serve had not yet gone into 
operation. 
One witness who saw the huge 
steel tower fall said a cable 
apparently snapped first and the 
tower swayed several times be­ 
fore collapsing. 
The tower 
was located in a 
field between the levee and the 
Mississippi River just west of 
the Powell Ferry road. 
At about the same time, the 
wind knocked out four large 
plate glass windows in the show 
room of George Cook Motor 
Co., which is located on High­ 
way 84 just across from the 
F arr Boulevard intersection. 
Just down the road the wind 
caused heavy damage to the 
front of the Clevidence Machine 
Shop. A television antenna and 
two metal awnings were blown 
off the Casanova Lounge and 
Restaurant. 
A television an­ 
tenna on the Tennessee Service 
Station at the intersection of 
Highway 84 and Fair Boule­ 
vard. 
An employe at Tennessee Ser­ 
vice 
Station said the wind 
sounded like a huge diesel en­ 
gine at about the time the heavy 
damage was done in that area. 
A large revolving sign in the 
parking lot of the Kroger Store 
at Ward Avenue near 7th Street 
was blown down am! destroyed 
at about the same time. 
An empty grain bin on a farm 
south of CaruthersvUle owned 
by Harold Jones was blown over 
by the winds. 
Several trees and large tree 
limbs were blown down through­ 
out the entire county but other 
reports of damage were re ­ 
latively mild. 
Mayor L. R. Bain of Haytl 
said his community must have 
been fortunate for Tuesday he 
stated there had been no reports 
of any major damage from the 
storm reach him. The power 
failure was the only real no­ 
ticeable effect of the s'torm.

manager in CaruthersvUle, said 
there were two power faUures 
Friday night which effected the 
communities of Steele, Hayti, 
PortagevUle and 
Caruthers­ 
vUle. The both of them totaled 
little more than 20 minutes, 
SeUers said. 
The damage was high, how­ 
ever, and rather rare, he stated. 
Five 
double-pole structures 
carrying 110,000 volt lines were 
blown down by the storm. Three 
of them were between Hayti and 
Campbell and two between Bly- 
thevUle and Steele. This is an 
oddity, he pointed out, since he 
has not in 17 years known 
of the main transmission lines 
from both the north and south 
to be knocked out. 
LuckUy, he said, the 33,000 
volt lines were not damaged and 
local lines were transferred to 
these for their source of power. 
Had the lower voltage lines been 
downed then the situation would 
have 
been critical, SeUers 
stated. 
Ark-Mo crews were caUed 
out Immediately 
and worked 
untU noon Sunday to get all 
the lines back in service. Ser­ 
vice to customers, however, 
was not lnterupted for more than 
the twenty minutes Friday night. 
Subscribers 
of the 
PDEC 
were not as fortunate, or at 
least some of them. Service 
to about 75 users were not re­ 
stored untU late Saturday. It 
was reported that about 75 poles 
were downed by the storm. 
Manager Ingram, who lives 
with his famUy in a traUer at 
the airport, said he was there 
when the storm hit. He said 
he did not see a twister but 
from the sound of the storm and 
the way the debris was going 
in different directions he feels 
it must have been a tornado that 
hit. 
The 
Ingram’s traUer was 
also damaged but he said no 
one was injured. 
The 
planes that were de­ 
stroyed 
were 
upended and 
others were damaged when the 
one hangar was completely de­ 
molished. Two other hangars 
were seriously damaged. 
Several other airplanes were 
heavUy damaged by the storm. 
It was reported that most of 
them were probably covered by 
insurance. It was not deter­ 
mined 
immediately 
if 
the 
hangars were insured. 
Work got underway 
early 
Saturday to clear the wreckage 
of the television tower and pre­ 
pare for erection of a new tower.

Reports were 
that individual farmers suffered 
from $1,500 to $50,000 worth 
of crop loss. Landowners, with 
considerable property in the 
area, may claim as much as 
$300,000. jrorth of. damage to 
their cropland. 
H. G. Townsend of the real es­ 
tate department of the Corps 
of Engineers, who has been in 
the area purchasing right-of- 
way for improvements on the St. 
Francis River from Chalk Bluff 
to the dam, was present at the 
meeting but said he had no au­ 
thority to speak in behalf of the 
Corps of Engineers. 
The association will hold an­ 
other meeting on Thursday, Jan. 
6. The place was not decided 
but members were told they 
would be notified and informa­ 
tion about the meeting would be 
published in area newspapers.
